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PREFACE 


Over the years, we have become increasingly frustrated by our inability 
to find a comprehensive reference for the thousands of shortened forms 
of medical and other scientific terms and expressions. For the venturer 
outside his or her own specialty, the researcher, or the seeker of histori¬ 
cal, arcane terms, this frustration level rises as yet another book of ab¬ 
breviations must be consulted in the search for that needed, esoteric, 
pharmaceutical notation; for help in deciphering the handwritten initiali¬ 
zation required for a medical biography or other manuscript of historical 
interest; or to translate the hurried contemporary symbol written by the 
harried contemporary physician. 

All of the ancillary services of medicine at some time require a lucid 
reference that can be utilized in translating the spoken or written order of 
the professional medical community. There are also the biology, chem¬ 
istry, and physics of aerospace medicine, genetics, and industrial and 
agricultural medicine, to name but a few of over 100 specialties and sub¬ 
specialties, each of which has its brief forms, both spoken and written, as 
does any other highly technical field. “Medicine” has drawn from or con¬ 
tributed to nearly every aspect of human health and human endeavor, 
from agrobiology to zoology. It would be insular, in light of the foregoing, 
to limit contracted forms merely to the diagnosis and treatment of the in¬ 
dividual patient’s hospital stay or office visit. 

There are those, of course, who insist that they themselves do not use 
or allow to be used abbreviations in any communications originating 
from their department. A psychiatrist with whom we spoke was particu¬ 
larly adamant on the subject of abbreviations. We asked, “What about 
M.D. after your name?” “That’s a title”, he said. “And you never have used 
laser, CAT scan, DAP test?” we asked. “Acronyms” he answered. “We 
follow, scrupulously, the DSM, and that is an initialization!” 

Acronym, initialization, abbreviation, symbol—all are brief forms for 
longer terms; and it is these, whatever one wishes to call them, which 
comprise this book. Used judiciously, they are invaluable; carelessly 
abused, they waste time and cause misunderstanding. Whatever one’s 
position on brief forms for words and terms, it appears they are here to 
stay.

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INTRODUCTION 


This compilation of medical and scientific abbreviations, initializations, 
acronyms, and symbols has been drawn from over 60 sources: medical 
dictionaries, “approved” hospital lists, medical journals and texts, sub¬ 
missions from various medical specialties and various other technical 
listings, and from many hundreds of dictated consultations, history and 
physical reports, surgeries, and discharge summaries. One obstacle we 
encountered was the considerable lack of consistency among these 
sources. As medical specialties multiply and new laboratory, medical, 
and surgical procedures become established, jargon and unique abbre¬ 
viations flourish in hospitals, clinics, and medical schools across the 
country. Often the use of an abbreviation that is permitted in one facility 
is discouraged or forbidden in another. POMP, CA-BOP, PATCO, AGA, 
LESA, CABG—the terms increase; they assault us daily. 

Our sources were evenly divided on the forms used for metrics: mg., 
mg, or mgm. for milligram; c.cm., c.c., cc, cu.cm., or cm 3 for cubic centi¬ 
meter. In a section of abbreviations from the procedures manuals of two 
university teaching hospitals, consistency was lacking throughout: AU, 
AS, and AD were approved for (each [or both]) left and right ear; but O.U., 
O.S., and O.D. (with periods) were required for the same expressions 
when they concerned the eye; E. R. for emergency room, yet OR for op¬ 
erating room; A.V., AV, A-V, and A/V were the variations for arteriovenous 
or atrioventricular. 

If there is no consistency within a facility’s list of “approved” abbrevi¬ 
ations and if the “authorities” cannot agree among themselves, one can 
well understand the consternation such a situation can cause among 
medical journalists, nurses, medical and legal secretaries, students, at¬ 
torneys, and hospital medical record and transcription department per¬ 
sonnel, as well as among those in state and county agencies who must 
utilize such medical reports. 

It would be futile and wasteful in terms of time and expense for the 
hospital and clinic to suggest that no abbreviations be allowed, for we 
are a nation of “short-cutters.” While it has been recommended that hos¬ 
pital medical records committees define their own “approved” lists of ab¬ 
breviations and that hospital personnel utilize and abide by the 
individual committee’s decisions, this seems to have regionalized many 
terms which otherwise would have been clearly understood and acces¬ 
sible nationwide. 

We were interested in the suggestion by some institutions that there 
be only one definition allowed for each abbreviation. One might applaud 
this concept within a single department where a single abbreviation may 
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have multiple definitions in areas that could be extremely confusing, for 
example, AVD standing for aortic valvular disease, arteriovenous differ¬ 
ence, and atrioventricular dissociation. However, following this dictum of 
"one definition per abbreviation” hospitalwide, to which department then 
shall we “award” the capital letter C? And shall we, thereafter, never ab¬ 
breviate centigrade, Celsius, coulomb, Culex, the vectorcardiography 
electrode (between E and A), or any of the other 125 listings from many 
specialties that also use capital C on a regular basis? 

Until such time as there is standardizaton of abbreviations based on 
that uncommon quality, common sense, and based on a knowledge of 
the structure and use of these brief forms, the users should have some 
central source where they may find the terms they see written or hear 
(spoken or dictated) in order to make sure they have translated them 
correctly. More importantly, they will be able to choose, in many cases, 
one form from among the many that are currently in use. 

Apart from some historically interesting abbreviations that we have in¬ 
cluded, we have attempted to indicate only those abbreviations that are 
being used and have made but few judgments as to which should be 
acceptable. 

No less important is clear and careful pronunciation by the communi¬ 
cator whether orders and instructions are being given directly or over the 
phone to hospital unit and departmental personnel or through the use of 
dictating machines for manuscripts and medical reports. 

We hope that those of you who have found this book useful might wish 
to contribute your special and hard-to-find short forms, and their 
sources, for future editions. A form in the back of this book may be used 
for that purpose. No matter how numerous or meticulous the proofings, 
errors do remain undetected. We would welcome such information from 
you so that we may correct future editions. 

USING ABBREVIATIONS 

The following suggestions may help to bring consistency to the field of 
abbreviations and alleviate some of the current confusion when brief 
forms are written, dictated, or transcribed. 

Avoid same-speciality definition for one abbreviation: CC—calca¬ 
neocuboid, chondrocalcinosis, coracoclavicular, costochondral, as well 
as craniocervical. The meaning of the written or dictated abbreviated 
form must be absolutely clear to the reader/translator. 

Capitalization: Periods may be eliminated in most capitalized abbrevi¬ 
ations. Although the nonmedical, nontechnical rules dictate that capital¬ 
ized letters standing for the initial letters of separate words are so 
indicated by periods between each letter (/'.e., U.S.A), excepting acro¬ 
nyms (such as Project HOPE, LASER, and the like), there is nothing to 
be gained by this practice in a technical field except more awkward and 
confusing forms to decipher. The purist would be required to write the 
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abbreviation for intravenous pyelogram as IV.R and that for arterioscle¬ 
rotic heart disease as AS.H.D.; however, if one has taken the trouble to 
capitalize such abbreviations (IVP, ASHD), one should be able to identify 
the phrase without difficulty whether or not it consists of separate words 
or of combining forms. 

A period is not necessary in most cases in which an initial capital in¬ 
dicates an abbreviation (Surg, Ophth). A period should be used, how¬ 
ever, in any case where the word might be misconstrued (Anal. Psych, 
for instance). These abbreviations may be used freely in the intrahospi¬ 
tal, intraclinical, or intraoffice setting. 

Common laboratory studies: These may be abbreviated; for example, 
Hct, Hgb (hematocrit and hemoglobin), but H&H (with both numerical 
values following) for those same tests is confusing to the reader and 
should be avoided. 

Genus and species: The undifferentiated genus, when abbreviated, is 
usually written lower case with a period (staph., strep.); but when genus 
and species are both indicated, the genus is initially capitalized and the 
species is not abbreviated: Staph(.) aureus or S(.) aureus. 

Greek letters: The typed or written “a" or alpha for a and “B”or beta for 
the lower-case (3 are acceptable. In this book, the individual Greek al¬ 
phabetic symbols are listed under the letter that initiates the anglicized 
name; that is, -y under “g” as gamma, t under “t” as tau, and so on (see 
the list of Greek letters, following the Introduction). 

Lower-case abbreviations: Periods between the initials of lower-case 
abbreviations should be used to prevent them from being misread as an 
entirely different word or phrase (bid for b.i.d.). It is suggested that stand¬ 
ard classical Latin abbreviations, particularly, be so written: long, (lon- 
gus), lot. (lotio), cap. (capiat). The capitalization of every abbreviation 
makes copy difficult to read—“MOM PO QS Q4H or PRN”—and tends 
to give too much importance to standard orders. Metrics, however, ap¬ 
pear to be no longer used with periods by about half of the reference 
books we investigated; that is, cm, kg, and ml. 

Narrative reports and material to be published: Reports going to 
agencies outside the medical field (state and federal agencies, attor¬ 
neys, private industry) should limit the use of abbreviations. As with ar¬ 
ticles for publication within the medical field, the abbreviated term or 
initialization should be written out fully the first time it appears. The ab¬ 
breviation may then follow (in parentheses) immediately; for example, 
follicle-stimulating hormone (FSH), mouse unit (MU). Subsequently, the 
shortened form alone may be used. Of course, the publication’s editorial 
requirements, if different, should be followed. 

Orders/instructions: It is helpful to the translator if some type of differ¬ 
entiation is made in the use of a capitalized or lower-case letter when the 
same initial is used for common but different definitions in the same 
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report. The initial “q” serves for quater (four), quaque (every), and quan¬ 
tum (quantity). Clarity would be served if capital “Q” were used for the 
“every” term (Qd, Q4h, Qh) and the lower-case “q" were used for the 
term “four” (q.i.d.). The small “q” (for quantity) is not so easily misread in 
the lesser-used expressions such as q.s., q.l., or q.p. (sufficient quantity, 
as much as you like, as much as you please). 

Plurals: No plural form need be shown with abbreviations following 
numbers since the number will indicate whether or not it is more than 
one; for example, 100 mg, 3 cm. A small “s" immediately following capi¬ 
talized initializations, no apostrophe (TIAs, EOMs), is acceptable. An 
apostrophe “s” is necessary following lower-case abbreviations or ini¬ 
tializations (w.b.c. ’s). 

Slang or jargon: If written lower case, these need periods for clarity and 
to indicate that they are, indeed, abbreviations rather than complete 
words: subcu., sed. rate, pro. time, verum. (verumontanum). There is a 
limited but useful place for such terms and they will continue to be used, 
however much frowned upon. 

Symbols: Symbols never take periods, since a symbol is a printed or 
written sign rather than an abbreviation. An abbreviation is a shortened 
form of a word or phrase (e.g., 9, pH). The abbreviations for all elements 
(K, R Na, etc.) are considered symbols in chemistry. 

When in doubt, write it out: There are over 125 definitions for capital 
and lower-case A. Unless the meaning of the initial is absolutely clear to 
the translator, do not use the abbreviation. 

Word-processing format: The medical transcriptionist/secretary must 
accommodate to the word-processing machine and electronic type¬ 
writer. In many cases, the valuable and important superscripts and sub¬ 
scripts must be typed on the line (e.g., A2 or A-2 equals P2 or P-2, rather 
than A 2 = P 2 ) and 10 s must be typed as “ten to the fifth power” We have 
made no such accommodation for the hundreds of superscripts and 
subscripts in the book. Also, certain chemical terms and stereodescrip¬ 
tors use small capital letters, and these may be typed as regular capital 
letters without confusing the reader. 


USING THIS BOOK 

Appendices: An alphabetical table of elements; chemotherapy regi¬ 
mens; an overview of tumor, node, metastasis cancer staging; classical 
Latin abbreviations used in charting and prescription writing; suggested 
references; and an extensive list of symbols have been included in the 
appendices for quick reference. 

Chemical names: The first entry is the chemical abstract name, alter¬ 
nate, or trivial name, which “matches" the abbreviation. Other names for 
the same substance appear within the parentheses. 
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Preference: Listings for both abbreviations and definitions are alpha¬ 
betical and do not indicate preference. In cases where more than one 
spelling or word separation was given by two or more reliable sources, 
each definition is shown. 

Titles, degrees, associations: We have, with a few exceptions, ex¬ 
cluded titles indicating certification or position, as well as associations, 
since such a list would have to be selective and might appear to be 
arbitrary.
